5, '6, and 7th Inſtant, and being found Gwl- 
ty of the reſpective Crimes they were chary'd with; 1 
chovghr' it-no# 'a moſt proper and likely ame to preſs and 
work thenrrhe Dury of Repentance. Accordingly, on 
the Lor4s-day, the 8th, T did ( 5s my manner. was ) proach 
mn the Morning t the Priſoners at Newgate; and rook for 
my Texr, thele Wotds in Ezck. 18. 30. Repent and turn 
your ſelves from "aFypirr Fran reſſions; ſo Inizquity ſhali net 
be your ruin : * Add after Evening-Prayer, I made an Ex- 
horratien ro them apon the ſane Subject with my Morning- 
Sermon; by which,” | perceiv'd rticy were made fomewhar 
ſenfible of that miſerable Stare Sin had brought them into. 
Then 1 gave &very one of them ſome Books of Directions and 
-Prayers, fired for therr Conditions ; which Books were pro- 
rided by the pions Care, and at the Charge of Mr. Hazt5, 
the Ciry-Marſhal. : 
- On the next" Day, beinp Monday the gth, rhey received 
the Sentence of fCondernnation, which they were to exp<ct, 
On Tweſday the 10th, I vifned them, and nad rhemup m the 
Chappel in the Morning, where having pray'd with them, 
I afterwards proceec*d ro a perticilar Examination and, In- 
firactionof them ; and inthe Evening 1 went to them in 
the Hold, by reafon they could not then be convemently 
brought up ro me to the Chappel. And this (notwirhſtand- 
tg the apparent Danger of my Health) I was the more will- 
ing to do, becauſe they defir'd me to fee them, and pray 
with, and for - them, as often as I could, and feem?d ro rake 
good notice of what I ſaid to rhem, with relation to their 
Spiritual State. 'I therefore vifired them daily, both Morn- 
ing and Afternoon, to the Day of their Execution, - ſaving on 
Friday the 13th, when I could not have acceſs to them, 
their Keepers being then attending the Court at the Old- 
Baiiy, which was Adjourn'd ro tha: Day. When theſe Con- 
demn'd Perſons were brought up to the Chappel, they for 
the molt part, behaved themſelves decentiy and devounrly ; 
and when I went to fee them in the Hold, I always found 
them Reading and Praying ; they having (befiges the fore- 
meation'd Books which 1 gave them ) been ſupply'd with a 
Bible, a New Teſtament, and other Books of Dezvction, for 
their preſent uſe, and furure benefir; 

When the Lord's-day (the 15 inft. was come) which was 
the next after their ConJemnarion, and that unmediately be- 
fore their Execution, I preach'd rwice to them: And in my 
Morning-Serincn, Which waz upon theſe Words, Luke xv. 
18, 19. Father, I h1ve fi:ned againit heaven and before 
thee, and am no more worthy to be called :hy Son : Tſhew'd 
them the Sinners Dury to confeſs their Sir15 to God, and 
the indiſpenſable Obligation they allo 1:37 uader, ro make 
an open and publics Acknowled;zmenrt (and let the World 
be ſatished that they rruiy Repenred ) of racie Crimes that 
had made ttem notorious, and for winch rhey were julily 
and publicxly Condemn'd. And I enced this my Diſcourſe 
with ſhewing them, how acceptable our Converf:on and Re- 
pearance was to God, and how beneficml ro our ſcives: 
V-bich I preit and inforc'd by all the Arguments I could 
make uſe, and rhonghrt them capable of. 

In the Afternoon I rook my Text our of Prov: iz. 1c. 


the Wards being thefe, The Ferr of the Lord is the begin- 


71:7 of Wiſdom. From which 1 made it appear, on the one 
hand, that Piety, or rrue R:ligion, ( which confi{i's in the 
Fear, Worſhip, and Service of God ) wzs rhe beſt Know- 
ledge and trueit Wiſeom : And on the other hand, I ſhew'd 
them the Unreaſonablereſs and Fo!ly of a fintul Courſe of Life; 
the great Danger of following and continuing in that Courſe; 
and the abſolute Necefiity ot Repentance; with DireCtions 
both to know what was true Repentance, and to obtain 
Tthofe Spiritual Helps ard Means that could only make ir 
ſo. And in the Conciuiion, I directed my-f(clt mcre 


p..rtcularly to the Cundemn'd Priſoners, in theſe Words. 


To conc:ude ; les me earnejtiy exbore you, and you above all, 
wie ly rote beinous Crames bave miſerably cu? off your Days, 
- nllunyl your Lije to a ſhameful and untimely End: Let 
me(lſ.z) exhore cnd perſuade you to Repentance.

Let therefore theſe two Conſiderations powerfully move and 
engge you to a ſpeedy and effetual triving to obtain Grace 
of returning to God; from whoſe ways you have - ſtrangely 
deviated. Tou bave gone far in an evil Courſe, in -a w 
That 15 not geod. 791 bave wholly negleAed the Duties of 
Chriftiqntty, and kave broken all the Divine. Commands. 
Tou bave hiv'd in plain oppoſition and contradia1on to ll the 
Precepts of th:Gofpel: and have ſinned with an bigh hand. 

Conſider how you have provoked God your Maker, and: 
now your Fudge ; before whoje dreadful Tribunal you are to 
appear within very few Days. How ſhall zou anſwer one Ar- 
ticle of the m3ny Taxſands which your very Conjet:nces ſhall 
bring in og 2inft you ; who have been Diſovectient and Ingrate- 
Ful to God, Cruel :0 yeur lolces, and Uryust to others?

Have now 4 perfett Hatred againit Sin, eſpec:ally thoſe Sins 
which you formerly induig'd your ſelves, and took ſo much 
pleaſure in ; and now let all your Deſires, :nd your Thoughte, 
and all your Afﬀettions take a right Courſe and muve to- 
wards God; that ſo you may prevenc yeur Eternal Ruin, and 


F On Monday the 16th, and rhe following Days, I viſiting the 
Prifoners, received from them the Account tollowing. 

I. Edward Lews, Condemin'd for Breaking and Robbing 
the King's Exchequer. He toli me he was Born inthe Pa- 
riſh of St. Martins in the Fizlds, and was now about 26 
Years old. He feem'd to be very Deyout and Penitent ; bur 
would not make any particular Confeffion ; bur in general. 
acknowled2'd the Jultice of. God in puniihing him, 
bringing him to this Conderanation , becauſe he had fſinn'd 
againlt him, having neglected rhe Dury of a Chriſtian, and 
not lived up to the Rules of that holy Relizion, (namely the 
Proteſtznt ) which he was Bipriz'd into, and brought up 
in. All rhe time he was under my Infpettion, he behavy'd 
humfelf with great Devotion and Humility, and 4ppear'd 
much aftected with the Thoughts of another Life, znd car- 
neftly defirous of being reconcil'd and united ro God, and 
of enjoying him in everlaiting Glory. He denicd the Fact 
for which he was to die ; and ſaid, He forgave all the World, 
and was atiured that God had forgiven him through Chritt; 
in whoſe Name, and through whoſe Mediation he hop'd for 
Eternal Life. 

IL. Fobn Fore, Condemn'd for Robbinz on the High- 
ways. He waza Frenxch-man, Born at Roch-1, of Proteſt ans 
Parents, a Weaver by Trade, anJ 1I'”d for fometine in 
Spittiejieids, He was a youn;z Man, of abour 25 Years of 
age. Hefeemed io be Penitent, but would not confeſs hin 
(cli Guilty of the Fat whereof he was Convicted, otherwiſe 
than that he faid, He was forc*'d by two Higaway-men 9 
joyn with them in the Robbery. : 

UI. Richard Hewit, - Aged about 17 Years, Corricted of 
Felony and Burglary. He faid he was Born in rhe Pariih 
of St. Saviour 1n Southwark, and was a Waterman by Pro-. 
feffion. He confeft that he had liv'd a wicked Life, having: 
followed ill Company that had brought him from one Sin co 
another, and at laſt imto this Crime, for which he own'd be. 
was juitly- Condemn'd. He expreſt great Sorrow of Heart, 
and begy'd of God ro accept his Repentance, tho late and 
imperfect. Which he ſaid was a great trouble to his Soul. 

IV. Fobn Kent, alſo Convicted of Felony and Burglary- 
He was, as the laſt new memion'd, a very young Man, be-. 
ing bur 18 Years old, and a Waterman by his Profeidion. 
He faid he lived by the Bank-ſide in Southwark. He was 
a poor ignorant Perſon, as to the Principles and Practice 
of Religion ; yet he ſeem'd ro be atfeted with the Conki- 
gcration of another Lite, when I repreſcmed to hun, m_

He icknosl:dg'd he had not liv'd as be was convinc'd in 
his Conſ-rerce he ſhovid have done ; bit had mahy ways 
offerded God,and broke bis Holy Larvs and Comman iments ;

io find Mercy with God. Thirs he expreſt his Regentance 
and Confidence, and woun!d not be perſuaded to confels, 
_ bur obſtinately denied the F:tt he was found Guil:y of. 

VI. Fobn Hars, aliz; D:nns, kkewiſe Contemn'd for 
Burglary. He waza Roman Catholich, boin inBarwickfore; 
and abour 2.4 Years of age. He told me he had ferved the 
Ring as a Soldier 3 Years in Colonel K7:4s Regimen, and 
5 in Colonel Findhem's, md s%orwaris went ro France, 
where he ferzed 3 Years in King Fem:s's Guard, And then 
returning io England, he was employ'd for about 2 Years by 
fome Collters rragding to Newcaſtle: He own'd his Life had 
been viciovs, and mach rainred wiih Sin, of which he 
never had [ till now) a Heart ro Repent. And there- 


fare ackowledg*d rhe juſtice of God in brinymg him ro 


this Shame and Mttery, He was ( 25 I faid before ) a Ro- 
mu Cithelick, but yer he readily joynd m Prayer 
with the ret, and-fſeeme] fonewhart aftected with, and 
wrought upon by my Adinonition;. He confeit rhe Crime 
for whic> he was Condermn'd, and expreit a Sorrow, and 
defire of God's Pardon for ir. 

Now what remains, is that] fhould give þn Account of 
that enformunate Gentleman, Mr. Fohn Ccmland, who was 
condemn'd for Stabbing Sir. Andrew Slaning Baroret. Mr. 
Corwiznd was Born in the Ciry of London, and of a good 
Farnly. In his younger Yezr- he was Apprentice to a 
Gold{ruth, ( and as1 +11 iaform'd) 6id live a very Sober and 
Religious Life, He was frequear in Prayer, and hearing 
Sermons, and m reading rhe Holy Bible, and other godly 
Books, and give up himfclt ro the Knowledge and Service of 
LS: ON Wig unkarpily left this pious Courſe, and 
abandon'd hinfclt ro rhe World, in following the Gemus 
and finful Pleaſures thereof, rhe Spirit of Relizion grew 
weak in him, and had rhen ro ſuch Inftuence as before, up- 
on the Actions of his Lite, which became more ind more 
irregular. Tis tne h= avezrd ro me, that in the midft of 
kis Miſcarri2ges, in; Thoughts were ſomerimes tending t9- 
wards God, and there were fome happy Interzals wherein 
he earneſtly defic'd to return to his Heavenly Father with 
fu!! purpoſe and folemn Vews of Amendment. Bur the 
Worid had gor fach a fait hold on him, that he could not ger 
rid of it, and bHrcke all thoſe religions Vow: and Refolutions 
of bis as citcn 2$ ke made them, fo that he daily ſunk ceeper 
into Sin ; and God, from whom he had receded and drawn 
beck, having for a time left him to bimfe!f, he fell upon 
the commitiion of tht enormous Crime he afterwards ab- 
korred with the {reateit deie..ation nnaginable, not only 
b-caulſe iic was to die for it, but becauſe he had rendred 
himſelf fo odicus in the Gghr of God by n. He often re- 
p-arcd thefe Words with which Holy David, m a caſe nor 
akogerher nnlike his, apply'd himfelf ro God, Pf. 5r. 
14. Deliver me from Bioccd-griitineſs, O God, thou God of 
my S1%:4:r0n, and my tongue ſhall ſing aloud of thy righte-= 
61//n2/:, He rold me that the remembrance of his Tins was 
now ':fmrely more bitter an? zrievous ro his Spirit, than 
rc vainand empty Pleaſures of them had been fweer and 
-2.eable to bis Fleſh z And thathe muſt needs confeſs from 
tis own fad Experience, That had ke but known the regrers 
and tormeats, which evenin this World, a vicions Life 
bring upon a Man, he conld ner ( tho? the Tempration had 
b:en never ſo great ) been ever Urawn cr allured into Sin. 

This may ferve as a very good Leen to thoſe bold and 
raſh Oſienders, who drink up iniquity hke water, withour 
con{:dering what a Poiſcn Sin is, and how deadly fick i will 
make rhem at Ilaſt: What vwolcace they muſt needs uſe ro- 
wards tzemſelves ; waat uopleafant Potions they maſt be 
forced 10take for their Cure and Recovery : How they muſt 
paſs through a fiery Trial, and hate, loath, and abhbor them- 
iclyes and rieir fioful Lults and Pleafures, before rhey can 
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-the Prayers 


* Hecryd mighiily ru God for Mercy and Forgive 
nefs, and ſh-w'd ail aloag the greatett Repema;:c: thic v 2s 
polltble. He praj'd 1no't fervently, and di e-rne:ily drlire 

orkers, that God would he merciful ro ;;'s 
poor Soul, arid that he would give hum Grace to beco:;ne 
the greateſt Peritene, for he judy*'d bimielt the greatett 
Senner that ever was. His Expreitions were all patherical 
atxl tiearty, and moit of them Scriprucal ; whereby he ſhew'd 
he was 'well read in the Word of God. 
- In ſhorr, he appeared not only to my felf, but io other 
Diviiits { that were his Acquainrance, who alio vifited him ) 
w have a tru? ſenſe of his Condition, and a right appreken. 
fion, both of the Judgments and Mercies of God. Hts Soul 
earneſtly long'd after the Bread of Lite, and he expreſs'd 
the {ironzeſt deſires, and ſhew'd the bett Diſpolition ro re. 
ceive rhe Blzſſed Sacrament of rhe Lord's Supper ; which he 


did abree (ereral times xfrer his Condemnation. I raink jr 


ty Duty thus to fer forth this Peniteat Sinner, whote Repen- 


Lznce I verily believe, was equal to his Crimes, ; no Man 
(ro my knowle.:g ! rhar Jiw'd in Sin, ever Dying berier. Tr.o' 
Imuit confeſs I ſhoaid be very loath to gi-e theSmner rhe jea't 
occohon of 2! :rrerin2 himfclt with theſe vam hopes, T::2t he 
may at !a:! :cceprably repent and be fav%\l; yet I thought my 
ſelf oblized ro fſay+hart I have here ſaid, ro magary the 
Gooancfs of God, witch m 3 molt $Sinzular and extraorgie 
nary manner, was exicnded ro this Penitent, and which 
( perhaps } miy not in ſuca a big? degree, ever be ſh2.co 
again Io any 9iner Preumprucgus SINNe7. 

I now come to the laik Period of thete Perſons Lives. This 
Day bing Lthcic lait, I c2me pretty early in the Moraing to 
the Friſon, where having prayed with them, and ar laft 
wrought it upon Foreſt and Gordon to confeſs the Facts they 
were to dye for, which aiherro they had moit {trongly de- 
ny*d ; I did {npon their carneft defies, and my great hopes 
ot rheir ſincere Repentance) adminitter the Holy Communion 
ro moſt of them. Then rhey were carried roTyburn; and there 
I met them azain, and preſſed them for rhe laſt rime, ro gif. 
charge their Conſciences : Upon which they rold me, they 
could fay no more, nor no other, than what they had faid 
to me before: all of them {Lewis excepred) owning with 
orief, rheir being Guilry. After rhis, I proceeded ro Prayer, 
and the finging of a Palm with them: And that beinz 
over, IT. apply'd my felf again ro Lewis in particular, ro 
entcavour ro make him confeſs ; bur he ſtill perfiited in his 
former Dznizl. Then I recommended every Soul of them 
to God, and leir them ro his Mercy. They defired the 
Standers-by to Pray for them : And after they had been at 
low'd ſome ſpace of time for rheir private Devotions, they 
were turn'd off; caliing upon God, and urterinz with their 
Expiring Breath, rhefe and the Ike Exprefſions. Lord haze 
Mercy upon me, Lord, 5ave me for tby Mercies ſake. 1u. 
to thy band I commen4 my Spuic. Lord Feſus recerve my 
Soul. Lord, I am coming, I'm coming, &Cc. ;
